Czar of the Buigarians is recognizea 
to mean more than czar of Bulgaria, 
because it {s a distinct {intimation that 
he regards his country as having sov- 
ereignty over all the people of that 
blood in the near east.

Chances of War Minimized. 

The chances of war between Sut- 
garia and Turkey are being minimized 
by Great Britain and France, who ars | 
working together and who have ad- | 
vised Turkey against it. Turkey, how- | 
ever, is apparently disposed to ss 
this advice, and it is believed that if 
hasty action on and part of Turkey | 
can be prevented, Bulgaria will have 
difficulty in finding an excuse to begin 
war. 

The action of Prince Ferdinand in; 
proclaiming the independence of Bul- 
aria, is condemned alike by the gov- 
ernments and press of Europe, but in! 
some quarters this ts considered a mat- | 
ter of minor importance, so long as it 
does not eventually end in war as com- 
pared with the threatened annexation 
of the provinces of Bosnia and Herze- 
govina by Austria-Hungary. Reports 
from Belgrade indicate that Servia has 
been aroused to the danger point, bands 
of Servians marching the streets of 
Belgrade and shouting for war with 
Austria rather than annexation. 

France in Role of Mediator. 


Paris, October 5.—France has essay~ 
ed the role of mediator, with the object 
of preventing war between Turkey and 
Bulgaria, and as a result of Foreign 
Minister Pichon’s series of conferences 
today with the representatives of the 
powers, including M. Iswolsky, the 
Russian foreign minister; Naoum Pasha, 
the Turkisb ambassador to France; 
the Austro-Hungarian, the British, the 
American and the .Italian ambassadors, 
and of active exchanges which have 
been going on between the various 
cabinets, it was announced tonight that 
France, Great Britain, Russia, and 
possibly Italy, were prepared to act in 

unison to preserve peace, and to call a 
conference of the signatories of the Ber- 
lin treaty to deal diplomatically with 
the situation that has arisen between 
Turkey and Bulgaria and to harmonize 
conflicting interests so that fresh com- 
plications may be avoided.

Ordinary-Preacher Drewry, according 
to his response to Mrs. Castino’s plead- 
ings for damages in the sum of $10,000, 
not only asserts that he smelled UNquor 
upon her breath, but went further, 
stating in unmistakable words that 
Mrs Castino drew from a handbag a 
bottle of liquor, asking him to join her 
in a drink. He not only refused to 
take the drink, but asked her not to 
drink before him. Yet she drank free- 
ly from the bottle. Still pressing him 
for an immediate marriage, she threat- 
ened his arrest, saying that she wouid 
call a policeman. Judge Drewry made 
no answer, when Mrs. Castino opened 
the door, showing a uniformed officer, 
who quickly disappeared. It was then 
that Mrs. Castino threatened to throw 
herself out of a window. Judge Drewry 
told her she might take the drop
